Objections of Heredity and Ko Recollee-
tion of Former Life.

EVOLUTION I8 THE UNIVERSAL LAW..

['WEITTEX POR THE DISPATOH.Y

The doctrine of reincarnation is appa-
rently as old as the bhuman race. Ancient
religions taught it; myth and fable illus-
trate it; civilized peoples and uncivilized
believed in it; poets sung of it and philoso-
phers speenlated coneerning it; Greek and
Roman lived in the faith of it; the wild
berbarians of the German forests scorned
desth becanse of il; under varions forms
Christianity found it the prevailing creed:
orthodox church fathers welcomed it as the
readiest explanation of life and sin; Chris-
tian sects—not so orthodox—acceptedit out-
right; Hebrew rabbis concede dircot evi-
dence for it in the Old Testament, in the
form of pre-existence, and Jesus Christ
Himself taught it, direetly and by implica-
tion; and, finally, two-thirds of the earth’s
population believe in it to this day.

To suppose the idea exclusively Oriental
in origin and acceptance, is s mistake.
Though held intaet through long ages of
conservative religious belief in India sad
the far East, traces of it can be found in all
parts of the world, the conception being
confined to no partieular race or nation. It
wonld seem, indeed, to have beca a pre-
vailing tenet of the world’s primitive re-
ligious ereed, hence its universal diffusion.
Christendom alone, after its first few cen-
turies of growth, appears to have discarded
the belief as unseriptural. Prof Francis
Brown, of Harvard University, in the
Princeton Review for May, 1881, shows, how-
ever, the error of so regarding it, urging
its mcceptance by tho Christinn world at

as one mecessary thereto and eon-
sonant with Christian belief
Good Authorities for It

The doctrine, itself, has an attractive as-
pect to all who are intellectunally and epirit-
vally dissatisfied with the existing order of
things, Believing, as many devoatly do,
and 8s msny more would gladiy do—did
fact and theory agree—in the absolate
justice and mercy of an over-ruling provid-
ence, reincarnation would seem to solve the
otherwise apparently hopeless and contra-
dictory problem of life. *If,” says Isasc
Disreal, ““we accept the belief of & future
recompense beyond this life for suffering
virtue, and retribution for sucoessful erime,
there is no system so simple, and so little
repugnant to our understanding, as the doe-
trine of rebirth.

Dr. Edward Beecher, also, some 30 years

sco, in *“The Gonflict of Ages,”” demonstrated
that this doctrine alome could exonerste
God from the charge of ciousness,
s later work, “The Concord of Ages," he
strengthens his position, answering all ob-
jections from the standpoint of logie snd
resson. Many other instances as well,
might be cited ss illustrating the general
reasongbleness and strength of the theory
sdvanced. To the curious, in this and
other respects, we Trecommend E. D.
Walker's work on thee subject, wherein it
is handled in o masterly manner,

The most weighty argoment sdvaneed in
favor of reinegrnation is, however, un-
doubtedly that based on the fact that the
dootrine of continuity or immortality of the
soul demands it. “That which was born in
time must end in time.”” The eternal only
exists eternally. Postivists and material-
ists are therefore right when they assert
that if the soul originatéd with this life
only it must also end with it.  Spark from
God, or radiation from the divine central
fire, the primal origin of the individual
spirit matters not; as life it must be at once
uncreate and indestructible.

The Doctrine of Evoluilon,

Boiance, however, demonstrates evolution
to be the univerfal law of life. And as life
isa urit the evolutionary process must
therefore extend to its epiritual or psyehie
side. As a matter of fact, the statement re-
versed is the true one; evolution exists on
the material plane becsuse active on the
spiritual and psychie. In other words, life,
per se, is spiritual, matter being an  evolu-
tionary effect of life, and not life of matter.

Now, as a rule, the higher the form to be
thus evolved the longer the process re-
quired. *“‘And if,"’ argues Mr. Walker, “it
takes ages of time and millions of lives to
form one kind of animal out of another, the
gradual perfection of that erown of the
snimal world, man, must demand an even
vaster arena for experimental action and
growth.” )

Originnlly designed to be the finite image
of the living God, man, in order to fulfl his
deetiny, must necessarily gather into his
experience, and, as the conscious sum
thereof, all that the universe st large has to
impart; and from being simply one of its
mui*.tudinons units of microcosmie enerey,
hecome its perfected microcosm, epitque,
head snd crown of mll. To gain this
microcosmie development and experience
during the span of one earihly exist-
ence is, of course, unthinkable. To be
logiual, therefore, the believer in immortal-
ity must also accept its necessary comple-
ment, pre-existence, while the universal
law of evolution, would, furthermore, seem
1o demonstrate the necessity of a long series
of repested incarnations in the orderly de-
velopment of a perfected human being
VWere all other arzuments futile, these two
would in themselves appearsufliciently con-
elusive to attract the atiention of the
thoughtful minded.

The Two Strongest Ohjections.

Among objections advanced against the
doctrine of reincarnation the most weighty
are, first, that we have no reeccllection of
ever having lived before; and, second, that
the fact of heredity confutes it. But to
bezin with, the fiiet that we do forget isno
argument. Neither continnity of life nor
identity depend on memory. A man may,
for a time, even during the course of one
life, lose all memory J’us events, and yet
remain the same individoal to all other in.
tenis and purposes.  He simply enters upon
a fresh phase of wsoul experi to
be iu some instances, afterw
toiled, so to speak, with the suddenly
resequired memory of preceding events

The second claim, that heredity confuses
the theory of reincaruntion, has from tha
occult standpoint, po weight whatever.

revions lives. ‘"As ye sow, so ve reap.”’
s a law that bolds from one life to
another, as well as in the life that now ix
The karmic seed that we have sownina
previous life, therefore determines in a
fundamental and general way, onr eondition
in the present. we are, wa are the re-
sult of what we were; and that which we
will be, will be as surely determined by
that which we now are. Karma, in fact, is
simply the jinexorable law of cause aud
elli::t, operatingon the spiritusl and psychic

L
* Karmic effects may be either good, bad or
indifferent. So long asa man sows karma
of any wmort, however, so long wiil he be
drawn back sgain to earthly fields. By
earthly karma is meant all that pertains to
mate gratifications and self. The man
who frees himself from all material desires
and selfish qualities of Leart and mind, be-
eomes karmaless.
Periods of Hesvenly Happiness,

But karma also reacts in snother way.
Between each reincearnation, there is, we are
told, more or less length riods of
heavenly happiness—fruit of the higher,
purer and more spiritual karms we have
previously sown, and which on earth, be-
canse of the universal discord and perver-
eion of moral law, could not meet with its
due and commensurate reward. The supple-
mental statement is that it is on earth that
we chiefly atone for our evil deede. A
period of separaticn, more or less painful
and prolonged, is indeed gone through with,
in the ego's passage to a higher state, a
period which may, in s sense, answef to the
orthodox ideas of hedes or purgatory. But
it is, as has besn said, here on the material

lane that we really suffer for the evil

arma =own. ‘The chance to amend is given
from life to life, the ego ever being on the
rise or fall, acoording as it makes use of the
opportunities offered the one way or the
other, ’

Man, therefore, is virinally the arbitrator
of his own fate and the maker of his own

In
such case, ton, standing upon the threshold
of this ‘‘the mystie parting of the ways'
he will, it is said, have power at last, to
read backward through all his previous
lives, and to traoe his steps npward from

e to aze unto the final goal Foral-

ough memory fails and we forget, the
spirit within keeps eternal record of all,
and the book of life thus inseribed, nnrolls
obedient to the touch of the aecquired
knowledge and skill.

A word more; the doctrine of reincarna-
tion as herein presented, shonld not be con-
founded with the transmigration of the
human ego into and through the bodies of
enimals.  Whatever may have been its ante-
human condition, the soui of man having
onee attained its human estate, can only be
retrograded to ths animal plane by the ab-
soluta extinetion of its essential human
qualities, And this, we are told, is an
event of most infrequent ocourrence.

REED WILDCAT SHOWING STRONG.

One Xew Well Was Flowing From the
Gordon Sand Yesterday.

SPRAY FROM DRIPPING BAND LINES

The production of the McDonald eil field
waa given out yesterday morning, for the 24
hours previous to that time, as 45,000 bar-
rels. This is the same as the day before,
althongh no new wells have been developed.
The pumps have been kept running eon-
tinually, and the stock of oil in the field
was redoced from 101,000 to 98,000 barrels.
The days of guchers ars over, and nnless
there ig an aceident to the pipe linesitis
notprobable that the stocks will ever in-
erease mueh beyond the present figures.

A change which has becoma verr notice.
able recently is the lack of gus in the late
wells near MeDonald borough. Several
wells have punetured the Gordon within the
last few days, but they were deficientin gas,
There was plenty of oil, biut not the power
to throw it out. The majority of these
wells are located within a short distance of
others which came in weeks ngo andghave
produced thousands of barrels. .

The geoeral opinion seems to be that the
many holes which have punetured the sands
in this locality have drawn off the greater
part of the pgas, and that hereafter,
a well which is to pay out must bas
pumped. The o1l is dead so far as pas is
concerned. This is the case particularly at
Koerner, Westhead & Co.’s No. 1 Kenzett
and No. 1 on the Matthews lot. Both of
these are filled wp from the Gordon, but
both have faiied to low. Neither is very
deep in_the sand, but they may improve
with drilling.

There was only one well reached the Gor-
don sand yesterdey that made agood showing.
It belongs to Greenlee & Forst, and is lo-
cated on the Scholaret lot, at the railroad
trestle, between Noblestown and Willow
Grove station. Assoonas the bit broke
through the shell into the sand the hols
filled up, and in a short time the well made
8 20-barrel flow. Drilling was stopped until
tankuge could be put up.

Reed Well Showing Good.

The center of aitraction in the sonthwest
field was tie well of A. J. Mercer & Co., on
the Sam and Georze Reed farm, three miles
southwest of MeDonald., Ttison a22 line
with the fifth sanders, and lines up at 45 de-
grees with the Gordon wells. Thursday
afternoon the fifth sand was struck, when
the well filled wup with oil sevy-
eral hundred feet. Drilling was then
stopped, but yesterday it was drilled a
couple of feet into the sand. It then began
to flow, and kept flowing at intervals of 15
or 20 minutes. The only tank at the well
was a 250-barreler. This was soon full of
oil, and last evening the cil was going on
the ground. Ordersfor more tankage were im-
mediately sent ton MeDonald, and the South-
west Pennsylvania Pipe Line Company was
asked to lay a line to the well. The sand
will not penetrated any deeper uneil
there are better provisions for taking cars
of the oil This well is showing better
than aoy of the southwest wildeats,

and was considered last  evening
by parties who had seen it as
promising better than any of the

wells which have been completed for somae
time. If zood it will cause a large bLlock of
tervitory to be developed.

_The Venture 0il Company's wall on the
Frank Wooids farm, hall a mile south of the
Rend well, ia full of oil from the strav above
the Gordon sand. Itis the only well south
of the railrond which has had ashowing in
the stray.
